Letting no grass grow 
under his feet, Jim had a copious supply of cold drinks 
available at the meeting and, at $1.00 each, raised some 
money for the Club treasury. 


2. In lieu of a July meeting, the annual NCCC. 
picnic will be held on August 4 at the new QTH of AJ6V. 


3. Suggestions to print the NCCC membership 
application in the JUG received a favorable response. 


4. W6SZN reported on the medical condition of 
K6RU. All present send their greetings and best wishes to 
Cam for a speedy recovery. 


Ss Bert, K6CSL reported on Armed Forces Day. The 
Navy was disappointed in our participation this year, 
inasmuch as Bert was the only NCCC'er who showed up. Bert 
reported that the Navy is considering cancelling future 
operations at NPG or may invite other clubs to participate. 


6. A motion was made, seconded and passed 
unanimously that the budget as printed in the June JUG be 
approved.

Division Convention and on the ARRL club renewal program, 
pursuant to which affiliated clubs may keep $2.00 of each 
member's ARRL membership renewal. Kip also discussed the 
USQSL Service and the need to liberate CQP cards from that 
service. A motion was made, seconded and passed (15-2) that 
the BOD provide a club roster. and the necessary postage to ;
